The Indiana general got 
down 
to the task today of 
removing 
from fu rther consideration some 
bills and 
advancing a 
greater 
nu mber toward final considera­ 
tion in one or the other of the 
hou ses. 
Eight bills were k illed in the 
hou se 
and two in the 
senate. 
Three were passed in the u pper 
chamber and one in the lower 
chamber. The hou se did not get 
arou nd to the introdu ction of 
bills, bu t the senate took on ten 
more. 
The Repu blican state commit­ 
tee’s bill to modify the primary 
law to provide for the nomina­ 
tion of candidates for governor 
and United 
States 
senator in 
convention and for the elimina­ 
tion of the presidential prefer­ 
ence, was among the bills intro­ 
du ced in the senate. 
The state police 
department 
and 
the 
bu reau 
of 
criminal 
identification 
wou ld be tak en 
from the secretary of state’s of­ 
fice and made into a department 
of pu blic safety u nder provisions 
of a bill introdu ced by Senator 
Niblack , 
lyepu blican, 
Marion 
cou nty. 
The 
state police not 
only wou ld be given fu ll police 
powers, bu t sheriffs, depu ty sher­ 
iffs, and city policemen 
wou ld 
become 
ex-officio members 
of 
the state safety department and 
wou ld be au thorized to pu rsu e 
criminals in any part of In­ 
diana. 
After a heated debate, consid­ 
eration of the work men’s com­ 
pensation bill was postponed in 
the senate u ntil next Tu esday 
morning in order to give the leg­ 
islators opportu nity to fu rther 
stu dy the measu re.

DEMOCRATS TO MEET 


HERE ON MARCH Î 


Washington, 
Jan. 
30—(A5)— 
The prospect of 
adding eight 
ships to the navy in 19 30 
has 
brou ght from the Hou se appro­ 
priations committee the su gges­ 
tion that fu nds for that arm of 
defense 
mu st be greatly in­ 
creased or the operations of the 
ships mu st be cu rtailed. 
’In reporting today the annu al 
su pply bill carrying $347,000,000 
the committee said it had pro­ 
vided for the addition of 500 
men to the enlisted personnel of 
the navy and had made 
other 
efforts to meet the 
situ ation. 
The estimates look to the addi­ 
tion of eight ships du ring 
the 
year, it said, bringing the total 
to 327 ships in operation. The 
eight new ships wou ld 
be five 
first line cru isers, one first line 
su bmarine, and 
two first line 
fleet su bmarines. 
-No dimu nition 
is contem­ 
plated in the operatioru of this 
force,” the committee said, -and 
yet, in view of that fact, there 
mu st be need for additional en­ 
listed personnel, for greater ou t­ 
lays for maintenance and 
u p­ 
k eep, and for operating expen­ 
ses. For the latter we find an ad­ 
ditional allowance for fu el 
re­ 
qu irements; in other 
respects, 
nothing, or practically so.” 
-If it be the intention to oper­ 
ate all of the ships now in com­ 
mission as well as those new 
ones approaching completion as 
and when ready for commission­ 
ing, it follows that there mu st 
be expansion in personnel 
and 
for the added expense for oper­ 
ating and for the proper 
u p­ 
k eep of that part of the estab­ 
lishment 
maintained for the 
su pport of the navy afloat. 
-The 
committee 
seriou sly 
qu estions the wisdom of k eeping 
in commission and operating all 
of the ships embraced by the 
operating 
force plan. It has 
fou nd, however, the cu rtailed 
appropriations have little in­ 
flu ence on the policy in that re­ 
gard. 
-There are two cou rses open 
to u s: either adequ ately to pro­ 
vide for operating everything at 
tremendou s extra cost, or, if the 
navy itself will not tie u p ships, 
for the congress specifically to 
provide what 
ships shall be 
operated so that the savings 
thu s effected may be u sed pro­ 
perly to tak e care of the vessels 
remaining in commission, which 
inclu des, of cou rse, 
additional 
ou tlays for the shore establish­ 
m ent.” 
The bills total is almost $15;- 
000,000 u nder the amou nt pro­ 
vided for this fiscal year. 
The 
decrease was 
cau sed 
largely by smaller appropriations 
for increasing the 
navy and 
modernizing battleships. 
The 
amou nt for increase of the navy 
was cu t to $34,750,000, or $14,- 
9 85.000 less than for this year, 
and that for modernizing battle­ 
ships dropped to $450,000, 
$6,- 
125.000 smaller than this year.

tion of candidates for governor 
and United States senator in 
convention and for the elimina- 
tion of the presidential prefer- 
ence, was -among the bills intro- 
duced in the senate. 
The state police department 


and the bureau of criminal 
identification 
would be taken 


from the secretary of state's of- 
fice and made into a department 
of public safety under provisions 
of a bill introduced by Senator 
Niblack, 
sepublican, 
Marion 


county. 
The state police not 


only would be given full police 
powers, but sheriffs, deputy sher- 
iffs, and city policemen would 
become ex-officio members of 
the state safety department and 
would he authorized to pursue 
criminals in any part of In- 
diana. 
After a heated debate, consid- 


eration of the workmen's com- 
pensation bill was postponed in 
the senate until next Tuesday 
morning in order to give the leg- 
islators opportunity to further 
study the measure.

"In reporting today the annual 


supply bill carrying $347,000,000 
the committee said it had pro- 
vided for the addition of 500 
men to the enlisted personnel of 
the navy and had made other 
.efforts to meet the 
situation. 


The estimates look to the addi- 
tion of eight shjips during 
the 


year, it said, bringing the total 
to 327 ships in -operation. The 
eight new ships would 
be five 


first line cruisers, one first line, 
submarine, and -two' first line 
fleet submarines. 


••No dimunition 
is contem- 


plated in the operation^ this 
force," the committee said, '-and 
yet, in view of that fact, there 
must be need for additional en- 
listed personnel, for greater out- 
lays for maintenance and up- 
keep, and for operating expen- 
ses.
